NEW YORK (AFP) - Time 
magazine on Wednesday 
named recently re-elected US 


President Barack Obama 
as its person of the year 
for 2012 — the second 
time it has accorded him 
the accolade. 

Obama now not only 
has a reelection as Amer¬ 
ica's first black president 
and a Nobel peace prize 
under his belt, but he 
beat fancied runners-up, 
including brave Pak¬ 
istani girls' rights activist 
Malala Yousafzai, to be 
enshrined again as 
Time's dominant person¬ 
ality of the year. 

The venerable American 
news magazine put Obama 
on its cover, striking a 



thoughtful, statuesque pose, 
and said he deserved the 
honor as "the symbol and in 
some ways the architect of 
this new America." 

The magazine lauded 
Obama's campaigning 
prowess, noting he was the 
first president since Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt to win 
more than 50 percent of the 
vote in two straight elections 
and the first president since 
1940 to be re-elected despite 
a jobless rate above 7.5 per¬ 
cent.

UN, Europe, Russia warn 
Israel over settlements 


Obama beat Republican Mitt 
Romney soundly in Novem¬ 
ber's election to win a second 
four year term, despite pre¬ 
siding over a chronic eco¬ 
nomic slump. 

"In 2012, he found and 
forged a new majority, turned 
weakness into opportunity 
and sought, amid great adver¬ 
sity, to create a more perfect 
union," said Time, which had 
named Obama person of the 
year back in 2008 when he 
won his historic first presi¬ 
dential election. 

Perhaps the most poignant 
alternative to Obama on 
Time's shortlist was 
Yousafzai, the 14-year-old 
Pakistani girl who continued 
to campaign for the right to 
education after being shot 
and nearly killed by the Tal¬ 
iban. 

The others were Apple 
CEO Tim Cook, Egypt's 
post-revolutionary President 


Modi, touted as PM 
candidate, set for 
Indian poll win 

AHMEDABAD, India, Dec 
20, 2012 (AFP) - Election 
results due in the Indian 
state of Gujarat on Thursday 
are likely to seal Hindu na¬ 
tionalist Narendra Modi's 
status as a frontrunner in 
2014 national polls. 

Modi, who swept to victory 
in the previous two state 
elections, is looking for a 
big win to boost his national 
profile, stained by deadly 
Hindu-Muslim riots in the 
state in 2002. 

Gujarat, which has a popu¬ 
lation of 60 million people, 
is one of India's fastest- 
growing and most pro-busi¬ 
ness states but it was badly 
scarred by the riots in which 
2,000 people, mostly Mus¬ 
lims, were killed. 


Mohamed Morsi, and atomic 
physicist Fabiola Gianotti. 

Person of the year, or what 
was long called "man of the 
year," acknowledges what the 
magazine considers to be the 
world's biggest newsmaker, 
or influential mover. 

Since the tradition started 
in 1927, US presidents have 
systematically featured, as 
have big names like Mi¬ 
crosoft's Bill Gates, but also 
more symbolic winners like 
"the protester" last year or 
"US scientists" in 1960. 

In the past Time has 
showed its editorial teeth by 
naming sinister figures 
Adolf Hitler in 1938 and 
Joseph Stalin both in 1939 
and 1942. 

But since the leader of 
Iran's Islamist revolution, Ay¬ 
atollah Khomeini, graced the 
cover in 1979, the magazine 
has tended to shy from picks 
that might upset its mostly 
American readership. A no¬ 
table absence was al-Qaeda 
founder Osama bin Laden in 
the wake of the September 
11, 2001 terror attacks. 

Obama could not be a less 
controversial choice. 

Time said he swept to the 
head of the pack because of 
his ability to grasp the demo¬ 
graphic and social changes 
shifting the United States. 

"The truth is," Obama told 
Time, "that we have steadily 
become a more diverse and 
tolerant country that em¬ 
braces people's differences 
and respects people who are 
not like us. That's a pro¬ 
foundly good thing. That's 
one of the strengths of Amer¬ 
ica." 

Time said Obama was 
about "convergence of past 
and future" and said his sec¬ 
ond term would see him 
being "more assertive, more 
personal, more willing to risk 
his political capital for what 
he truly believes." 


UK holds fire on 
abusive Facebook, 
Twitter users 

LONDON (AFP) - British 
prosecutors announced new 
guidelines on Wednesday 
making it less likely that 
Twitter and Facebook users 
will face criminal charges 
for offensive messages they 
post online. 

The guidelines, intended 
to draw a line between gen¬ 
uine threats and misjudged 
jokes, have been published 
following a sharp rise in the 
number of prosecutions over 
the past two years, and re¬ 
sulting concerns over free¬ 
dom of speech. 

In one high-profile case, 
a man was convicted in 
2010 for joking on Twitter 
about blowing up Robin 
Hood airport in central Eng¬ 
land after his flight was can¬ 
celled due to a snow storm. 
The conviction was quashed 
in July. 

Under the new rules, In¬ 
ternet trolls who persecute 
individuals, make credible 
threats of violence or breach 
court orders — for example 
on victim anonymity — will 
still face charges, Director of 
Public Prosecutions Keir 
Starmer said. 

But he said prosecutors 
should question whether to 
take action against those 
who post online messages 
that may be considered 
"grossly offensive, indecent, 
obscene or false", which are 
currently crimes. 

If the message is swiftly 
removed, blocked, intended 
only for a small audience or 
not obviously something 
that would be tolerated in a 
normal social situation, or if 
the person responsible apol¬ 
ogises, prosecution is not 
recommended. 

"These interim guidelines 
are intended to strike the 
right balance between free¬ 
dom of expression and the 
need to uphold the criminal 
law," Starmer said. 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United Nations and UN 
Security Council powers on 
Wednesday condemned Is¬ 
rael's heightened settler con¬ 
struction in the Palestinian 
territories as a threat to flag¬ 
ging peace efforts. 

UN leader Ban Ki-moon 
and the UN envoys from sev¬ 
eral European Union coun¬ 
tries, Russia and China 
warned Israel against build¬ 
ing thousands of new settler 
homes approved in recent 
weeks. 

US ambassador Susan 
Rice did not join their public 
attack on Israel, but slammed 
the "provocative" act of the 
United States' major ally dur¬ 
ing closed UN Security 
Council consultations. 

Israel has approved thou¬ 
sands of new homes in the 
West Bank and occupied East 
Jerusalem since the UN Gen¬ 
eral Assembly voted on No¬ 
vember 29 to recognize 
Palestine as a non-member 
state. 

Israel gave the green light 
to plans for 2,610 homes in 
East Jerusalem and tenders 
for 1,048 units in the West 
Bank just before the UN 
meeting. 

UN secretary general Ban 


said the Israel-Palestinian 
peace process was in "deep 
freeze," worsened by the set¬ 
tlement approvals. 

"I call on Israel to refrain 
from continuing on this dan¬ 
gerous path, which will under¬ 
mine the prospects for a 
resumption of dialogue and a 
peaceful future for Palestini¬ 
ans and Israelis alike," he said. 

The United Nations also 
called on Israel to end its 
freeze on transferring cus¬ 
toms and tax payments that it 
collects for the cash-strapped 
Palestinian Authority. 

UN ambassadors from 
Britain, France, Germany and 
Portugal highlighted European 
fears over the peace stalemate 
and stressed that their govern¬ 
ments "strongly oppose" the 
Israeli construction. 

"Israel's announcements to 
accelerate the construction of 
settlements send a negative 
message and are undermining 
faith in its willingness to nego¬ 
tiate," they said in a statement 
read by British ambassador 
Mark Lyall Grant. 

"The viability of the two- 
state solution, that is key for 
Israel’s long-term security, is 
threatened by the systematic 
expansion of settlements," 
Lyall Grant added.

US to seek death penalty 
for Afghan massacre 
soldier 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Pros¬ 
ecutors will seek the death 
penalty for an American sol¬ 
dier accused of killing 16 
Afghan villagers in one of the 
most appalling atrocities of the 
war, the US military said 
Wednesday. 

Staff Sergeant Robert Bales 
faces 16 counts of murder, six 
of attempted murder, seven of 
assault, two of using drugs and 
one of drinking alcohol. Sev¬ 
enteen of the 22 victims were 
women or children and almost 
all were shot in the head. 

Bales is to face a full court 
martial authorized to sentence 
him to a maximum penalty of 
death for the alleged March 
massacre, the military an¬ 
nounced. 

But it stressed that for cap¬ 
ital punishment to be imposed, 


the court martial must unani¬ 
mously agree certain condi¬ 
tions. 

The 39-year-old allegedly 
left his base in the Panjwayi 
district of southern Kandahar 
province on the night of March 
11 to commit the killings, 
which included nine children. 
He allegedly set several of 
their bodies on fire. 

Prosecutors at the Article 
32 pre-trial hearing alleged 
that Bales left the base twice to 
carry out the killings, returning 
in between and even telling a 
colleague what he had done. 

At the time of the the inci¬ 
dent, Bales was assigned to 
2nd Battalion, 3rd Infantry 
Regiment, 3rd Stryker Brigade 
Combat Team. Pending his 
trial he will remain in custody 
at the base, south of Seattle. 


Three top US officials 
resign after Benghazi 
review 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Three top officials in the State 
Department resigned Wednes¬ 
day in the wake of a scathing 
report which slammed "sys¬ 
temic failures" and "manage¬ 
ment deficiencies" in the 
Benghazi attack, US media 
said. 

Assistant Secretary Eric 
Boswell, head of the bureau of 
diplomatic security, and Char¬ 
lene Lamb, deputy assistant 
secretary for international pro¬ 
grams, have stepped down, 
CNN and CBS television said, 
citing unnamed department of¬ 
ficials. 

The third person who had 
submitted their resignation 
was not identified. 


This came just hours after a 
five-strong panel issued a 
long-awaited inquiry into the 
militant attack on the US mis¬ 
sion in the Libyan city of 
Benghazi. 

Ambassador Chris Stevens 
and three other Americans 
were killed in the September 
11 attack, which has been 
blamed on Al-Qaeda militants. 

The panel, appointed by US 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton, identified those offices as 
the bureau of diplomatic secu¬ 
rity and of near Eastern affairs. 

Deputy Secretary Bill Bums 
acknowledged Wednesday that 
the report took "a clear-eyed 
look at serious, systemic prob¬ 
lems, which are unacceptable." 


S. Korea elects first female 
president 


SEOUL (AFP) - South Korea 
elected its first female presi¬ 
dent Wednesday, with voters 
handing a historic victory to 
conservative candidate Park 
Geun-Hye, daughter of the 
country's former military mler. 

As leader of Asia's fourth- 
largest economy, Park, 60, will 
face numerous challenges, 
handling a belligerent North 
Korea, a slowing economy and 
soaring welfare costs in one of 
the world's most rapidly age¬ 
ing societies. 

It was a bitter defeat for 
Moon, 59, the son of North 
Korean refugees and a former 
human rights lawyer who was 



once jailed for protesting 
against Park Chung-Hee's mle. 

With more than 99.3 percent 
of the vote counted, Park had 


secured 51.6 percent against 
Moon's 48 percent, the report 
said. 

Park has never married and 
has no children — a fact that 
makes her popular with voters 
tired of corruption scandals 
surrounding their first families. 

A female president will be a 
huge change for a country that 
the World Economic Forum 
recently ranked 108th out of 
135 countries in terms of gen¬ 
der equality — one place below 
the United Arab Emirates and 
just above Kuwait. 

Park's presidential inaugura¬ 
tion will be held on Febmary 
25.

Maya descendants face discrimination, 
poverty 



GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) - 
At its peak, the Maya civiliza¬ 
tion had one of the richest cul¬ 
tures in the Americas. Today, 
ethnic Mayas in central Amer¬ 
ica and Mexico suffer from dis¬ 
crimination, exploitation and 
poverty. 

In Guatemala, where nearly 
half of the population is indige¬ 
nous, descendants of the once- 
mighty ancient civilization 
have even fallen victims to 
genocide. 

The rich Mayan culture will 
be in the global spotlight Friday 
when revelers — and doomsday 
watchers — will mark the end of 
a 5,200-year era as sketched out 


in the elaborate Mayan calen¬ 
dar. 

But the plight of indigenous 
Mayas in the region will likely 
go undiscussed. 

"The indigenous population 
was always seen as cheap labor 
and this persists to this day," 
said Guatemalan anthropologist 
Alvaro Pop, a member of the 
United Nations Permanent 
Forum on Indigenous Issues. 

"They are seen as a tool and are 
not the focus of public policies." 

The Maya civilization 
reached its peak between the 
years 250 and 900, but then 
slipped into decline around 
1200. 


Three centuries later, during 
Spanish colonization, the 
Mayas were dispossessed of 
their lands and reduced to 
poverty as well as servitude. 

Today, there are currently an 
estimated 20 to 30 million di¬ 
rect descendants of the ancient 
civilization living in southern 
Mexico, Belize, Honduras, El 
Salvador and Guatemala, 
where the indigenous group is 
most prevalent. 

In Guatemala, ethnic Mayas 
often find themselves on the 
margins of society, with lim¬ 
ited access to education, health 
care and other basic services. 
Their native languages are not 
officially recognized. 

Within the indigenous com¬ 
munity, which accounts for 42 
percent of Guatemala’s 14.3- 
million-strong population, the 
poverty rate is 80 percent. 

Nearly six in 10 indigenous 
children suffer from chronic 
malnutrition, and the infant 
mortality rate has hit an alarm¬ 
ing rate of 40 per 1,000 live 
births, according to the United 
Nations Development Program 
(UNDP). 

But ethnic Mayas paid per¬ 
haps the heaviest price during 
Guatemala's civil war that pit¬ 
ted the army against leftist 
guerrillas from 1960 to 1996. 

More than 600 massacres of in¬ 
digenous communities were 
recorded during that period and 
tens of thousands of Indians 
sought refuge in southern Mexico. 

And once again, Mayan de¬ 
scendants are being expelled 
from their lands — this time, to 
make way for hydro-electric, 
mining or farming projects. 

In Honduras, the growing de¬ 
mand for African palm oil, a 
key ingredient in cosmetics and 
processed foods, is fueling 
deadly land disputes, pitting 
large landowners against land¬ 
less peasants.

Haiti seeks $144 mn aid 
to address food security 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
The UN and Haiti's govern¬ 
ment are calling for $144 mil¬ 
lion in aid to meet critical 
humanitarian needs of more 
than a million of the country's 
most vulnerable people. 

The 2013 Humanitarian Ac¬ 
tion Plan launched this week 
seeks in particular to address 
the problem of food insecurity 
in the Caribbean nation — 
which was already the poorest 
in the Americas, even before 
the 2010 earthquake that dev¬ 
astated infrastructure and 
killed more than 250,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

According to official fig¬ 
ures, around two million 
Haitians are currently unable 
to ensure consistent access to 
sufficient amounts of safe, nu¬ 
tritious food. 


This year was tough for 
Haiti, said Nigel Fisher, the 
UN's humanitarian representa¬ 
tive in Haiti, citing a drought, 
Tropical Storm Isaac and Hur¬ 
ricane Sandy. 

These events "left millions 
of people across the country 
with less food, fewer jobs and 
fewer fields to work. We must 
help them re-establish them¬ 
selves," he said. 

Fisher called on interna¬ 
tional partners to continue their 
aid efforts in Haiti, saying 
stopping too soon could set the 
country back. 

For instance, he said, lack of 
sufficient funding could 
threaten the new framework 
that has been put in place to re¬ 
spond to emergencies, as well 
as aggravate 


Russia parliament says no 
to US adoptions 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia's 
lower house of parliament 
gave key support Wednesday 
to a bill banning Americans 
from adopting children, result¬ 
ing in a huge outcry from 
rights groups. 

The bill, which came in re¬ 
taliation for a US measure that 
punishes Russia for its rights 
record under President 
Vladimir Putin, was approved 
by 400 lawmakers in the 450- 
seat chamber. 

The tough measure bans 
adoption of Russian children 
by US families, ends the bilat¬ 
eral adoption agreement be¬ 
tween the two countries, and 
forbids US adoption agencies 
from working in the Russia. 

With several dozen people 
protesting outside, police offi¬ 
cers placed the Duma building 
under virtual lockdown, bring¬ 
ing reinforcements in anticipa¬ 
tion of large rallies. 

Putin will then need to sign 
the bill before it enters into 


law, possibly as early as the 
start of next year. 

Of the 3,400 Russian chil¬ 
dren adopted by foreign fami¬ 
lies in 2011, 956 — nearly a 
third — were adopted by Amer¬ 
icans, according to official fig¬ 
ures. Eighty nine of those 
adopted were disabled chil¬ 
dren. 

Although Russian adoptions 
have declined over the past 
five years due to increased reg¬ 
ulations, Russia is still the 
third largest source of adop¬ 
tions for the United States, ac¬ 
cording to official figures.

US toughens online 
privacy rules for 
children 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
regulators unveiled new regu¬ 
lations Wednesday aimed at 
strengthening online privacy 
protections for children, to re¬ 
flect the growing use of mobile 
apps and soial networks. 

The Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion said its updated rules re¬ 
quire websites or online 
services to get consent from 
parents if they are directed to 
children under 13 or if they 
have knowledge that they are 
collecting personal informa¬ 
tion from young children. 

But FTC chairman Jon Lei- 
bowitz said the final rules in 
the Children's Online Privacy 
Protection Act stepped back 
from some earlier proposals, 
which would have made com¬ 
panies liable for most "plug¬ 
ins" such as the Facebook 
"like" button or Twitter's 
"tweet" button. 

"I am confident that the 
amendments to the COPPA 
Rule strike the right balance 
between protecting innovation 
that will provide rich and en¬ 
gaging content for children, 


and ensuring that parents are 
informed and involved in their 
children's online activities." 
said Leibowitz. 

Liebowitz told reporters 
that websites will still be able 
to direct ads to children, and 
that "the only limit we place is 
on behavioral advertising," 
which is based on a person's 
browsing activity. 

The rules close some loop¬ 
holes on online operators who 
can be liable for violations of 
the law, which was passed by 
Congress in 1998. 

But the regulations noted 
that in light of comments re¬ 
ceived on draft proposals, the 
FTC decided that the rules 
should not encompass plat¬ 
forms, such as Google Play or 
the App Store, that offer access 
to "someone else's child-di¬ 
rected content." 

Third-party plug-ins would 
be responsible only where they 
have "actual knowledge that 
they are collecting personal in¬ 
formation from users of a 
child-directed site," the FTC 
rules state. 


Users riled Instagram 
will have its way with 
pictures 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Instagram faced a backlash as 
users debated whether to dump 
the smartphone-sharing serv¬ 
ice due to a rule change giving 
it a royalty-free, worldwide li¬ 
cense to posted images. 

Changes to the privacy pol¬ 
icy and terms of service at 
F acebook-owned Instagram 
taking effect on January 16 in¬ 
clude wording that lets peo¬ 
ple's pictures be used by 
advertisers at either online 
venue. 

"You hereby grant to Insta¬ 
gram a non-exclusive, fully 
paid and royalty-free, transfer¬ 
able, sub-licensable, world¬ 
wide license to use the content 
that you post on or through the 
service," the new terms of 
service state. 

Instagram contended that it 
is not claiming ownership of 
people's pictures, just that it 
can do what it wishes with im¬ 
ages. 

Twitter and Instagram fo¬ 
rums were ablaze with debate 
regarding whether to delete ac¬ 
counts before the new rules 
kick in. 


"Bye-bye Instagram," 
tweeted Scott Ninness. "Who 
in their right mind will use a 
service that allows your im¬ 
ages (to) be sold with no finan¬ 
cial remuneration to you?" 

"Nothing has changed about 
your photos' ownership or who 
can see them," Instagram said 
in a blog post when the policy 
changes were disclosed. 

"Our updated privacy policy 
helps Instagram function more 
easily as part of Facebook by 
being able to share info be¬ 
tween the two groups." 

The move that would let ad¬ 
vertisers work with people's 
Instagram pictures comes as 
the service tries to channel 
people to its website to view 
posted images. 

Instagram this month made 
it impossible for Internet users 
to view its images in messages 
at fired off at Twitter. 

Instagram, which has some 
100 million users, is seeking to 
route photo viewers to its own 
website, where it has the po¬ 
tential to make money from 
ads or other mechanisms, in¬ 
stead of letting Twitter get the 
benefits. 



Coal use set to surpass oil in a decade: 
IEA 



PARIS (AFP) - Coal is set to 
surpass oil as the world's top 
fuel within a decade, driven by 
growth in emerging market gi¬ 
ants China and India, with 
even Europe finding it hard to 
cut use despite pollution con¬ 
cerns, according to a report 
published Tuesday. 

"Thanks to abundant sup¬ 
plies and insatiable demand for 
power from emerging markets, 
coal met nearly half of the rise 
in global energy demand dur¬ 
ing the first decade of the 21st 
century," said Maria van der 
Hoeven, head of the Interna¬ 


tional Energy Agency. 

Economic growth is ex¬ 
pected to push up further 
coal's share of the global en¬ 
ergy mix, "and if no changes 
are made to current policies, 
coal will catch oil within a 
decade," she said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The latest IEA projections 
see coal consumption nearly 
catching oil consumption in 
four years time, rising to 4.32 
billion tonnes of oil equivalent 
in 2017 against 4.4 billion 
tonnes for oil. 

That has consequences for 


climate change as coal pro¬ 
duces far more carbon emis¬ 
sions responsible for global 
warming than other fuels. 

But the IEA report on coal 
found that even countries 
which have committed them¬ 
selves to reducing carbon 
emissions are finding it diffi¬ 
cult to resist the renewed allure 
of coal. 

A number of European 
countries have seen their use 
of coal for electricity con¬ 
sumption jump at the begin¬ 
ning of this year, including by 
65 percent in Spain, 35 percent 
in Britain and 8 percent in Ger¬ 
many. 

European countries have 
been slow to exploit shale gas 
deposits, concerned about pos¬ 
sible environmental damage, 
but the IEA pointed out that 
the US experience shows that 
tapping it can bring benefits 
from lower coal use as well as 
lower electricity costs.

Japan overseas deals top 
$110 billion in 2012

Obama demands Republicans 
compromise on fiscal cliff 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama said 
Wednesday he and Republi¬ 
cans had narrowed differences 
over how to avoid the "fiscal 
cliff to "a few hundred billion 
dollars," and urged his adver¬ 
saries to compromise on a 
year-end deal. 

Obama had campaigned for 
months on a platform of ex¬ 
tending Bush-era tax breaks 
for households making under 
$250,000 a year, as part of a 
10-year deficit reduction plan 
that would entail raising tax 
revenues and slashing federal 
spending. He has since 
bumped the threshold up to 
$400,000. 

Republicans, led by House 


Speaker John Boehner, pre¬ 
sented a counter-offer of ex¬ 
tending the tax breaks for 
everyone making under $1 
million. Both offers have been 
summarily rejected, although 
each side says talks are ongo¬ 
ing. 

Despite the brinksmanship 
pushing right up to the year- 
end deadline, he characterized 
Republican refusal to acqui¬ 
esce to his plan as "puzzling," 
and that there was "no reason 
why we should" tumble over 
the so-called fiscal cliff. 

Boehner dismissed the latest 
White House offer as including 
$1.3 trillion in new revenues, 
with only $850 billion in net 
spending reductions. 


worth $110.3 billion, beating 
last year's $84 billion tally and 
far outpacing $36 billion in 
2010, the figures showed. 

Softbank's announcement 
in October that it will buy 70 
percent of the third-biggest US 
mobile carrier was Japan's 
biggest-ever overseas deal 
after Japan Tobacco's $19 bil¬ 
lion purchase of Britain's Gal- 
laher Group Pic in 2007. 

Headline-grabbing deals in 
the past couple of years have 
included Takeda Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal's 9.6 billion euro ($12.7 
billion) purchase of Swiss 
drugmaker Nycomed and 
Sumitomo Mitsui Financial's 
deal to buy the Royal Bank of 
Scotland's aircraft leasing arm 
for about $7.3 billion. 

Trading house Mitsubishi 
Corp. earlier this year an¬ 
nounced a $6.1 billion multi¬ 
year investment in Canadian 
shale gas assets, while adver¬ 
tising giant Dentsu said it 
would buy Britain-based 
Aegis for about $5.0 billion.

Dutch 
deficit to 
hit 3.3% 
in 2013 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch economy will continue 
to shrink in the first half of 
2013, an official forecast said 
on Wednesday, pushing the 
public deficit above the euro¬ 
zone threshold to 3.3 percent 
of gross domestic product. 

The Liberal-Labour coali¬ 
tion government formed in Oc¬ 
tober had hoped for the deficit 
to drop below the key 3.0-per¬ 
cent ceiling after pushing 
through a tough austerity 
budget. 

The Netherlands dipped into 
recession in the second half of 
2011, from which it timidly 
emerged in the first quarter of 
2012 with 0.3 percent growth. 
Second quarter 2012 growth 
was 0.2 percent. 

But the Dutch economy 
shrank 1.1 percent in the third 
quarter of 2012, with this 
year's deficit predicted to be 
3.8 percent of GDP. 

The Dutch economy, which 
is largely export-based and 
therefore dependent on a 
healthy European economy, is 
set to contract 1 percent in 
2012 and by 0.5 percent next 
year, the CBS said.

Cancer operation side¬ 
lines Barca coach 



BARCELONA (AFP) - 
Barcelona coach Tito Vilanova 
must have surgery today and 
six weeks of treatment after 
suffering a cancer relapse, the 
Spanish league leaders said. 

Vilanova, 44, has led 
Barcelona to their best league 
start ever but he must now un¬ 
dergo weeks of further care for 
cancer in his salivary gland, 
the club said Wednesday. 

Doctors monitoring him fol¬ 
lowing a cancer operation a 
year ago detected "an exten¬ 
sion of his condition which 
will require surgery" plus 
chemotherapy or radiotherapy 
for "about six weeks" a club 
statement said. 

It said that "depending on 
how he develops, he could 
combine the treatment with his 
working life" — but the club’s 
president Sandro Rosell at a 
news conference later ap¬ 
peared to think Vilanova 
would be out for weeks. 

"We will have to try to go on 
as normally as possible, but 
there will not be total normal¬ 
ity, because Tito is the coach 


and now for a few weeks he 
will not be there," Rosell said. 

Barca's sporting director An- 
doni Zubizarreta said assistant 
coach Jordi Roura would stand 
in for the time being, acting as 
coach when the side travels to 
Valladolid for Saturday's 
league game. 

Zubizarreta rejected specu¬ 
lation that Barcelona's previ¬ 
ous coach Pep Guardiola who 
left last season would step 
back in. 

The news came at a dra¬ 
matic moment for Barca, fly¬ 
ing nine points high at the top 
of La Liga while their fierce ri¬ 
vals and title holders Real 
Madrid are suffering a 
malaise. 

Jose Mourinho's Real are 13 
points adrift in third place and 
rattled by reports of internal 
squabbles. 

Atletico Madrid are in sec¬ 
ond place, nine points behind 
Barcelona. 

Vilanova has been Barca 
manager since the departure of 
his long-time comrade-in- 
arms Guardiola in April.

COLORADO SPRINGS, 
(AFP) - Mike Krzyzewski 
and Geno Auriemma, who 
guided their squads to gold 
medals at the London 
Olympics, were named co¬ 
winners on Wednesday of the 
USA Basketball Coach of the 
Year award. 

Krzyzewski, whose Duke 
University men's team is un¬ 
beaten and the top-ranked 
team among American col¬ 
leges this season, guided the 
US squad of NBA stars to 
gold for the second Olympics 
in a row at London. 

Auriemma, whose Univer¬ 
sity of Connecticut squad is 
second in the US college 
coaches' rankings, guide the 
American team of Women's 
NBA stars to an unprece¬ 
dented fifth Olympic gold 
medal in a row. 

"Our two coaches built 
outstanding teams for USA 
Basketball that our country 
was proud to cheer on in 
London," USA Basketball 
executive director Jim Tooley 
said. 

"From the start of their in¬ 
volvement with our national 
team programs, 'Coach K' 
and Geno have exemplified 
the qualities they stressed to 
our players, including com¬ 
mitment, selfless service and 
excellence." 

Krzyzewski also won the 
award from USA Basketball's 
board of directors in 2006, 
2007, 2008 and 2010. 

"To have an opportunity to 
keep winning them means 
you had great teams that ac¬ 
complished," Krzyzewski 
said. "For any coaching 
award, it's what the players 
have done. It's LeBron James 
and Kobe (Bryant) and Kevin 
Durant and all of those guys 
coming through. I've been a 
lucky guy to be a part of it." 

Auriemma also shared the 
award with Krzyzewski in 
2010 . 

"To coach the Olympic 
team is an amazing opportu¬ 
nity that you are very fortu¬ 
nate to have," Auriemma 
said. "They were just unbe¬ 
lievably committed to win¬ 
ning and I don’t know if I'll 
ever be around a group like 
that ever again."
